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WHERE POLITICIANS CEASE FROM 
° TROUBLING 


The Martyrea President’s Remains are Borne--The 
Last Day in the Rotunda--The Funeral Ser- 
vices--The Journey to the West--Cleve- 
land Preparing for the Funeral. 
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WasHINGTox, September 23.—At midnight the 
throng of people who visited the capitol to take the 
last glance at the casket containing the- remains of 
President Garfield, was sensibly diminished, and 
as night wore on, ceased almost entirely. The doors 
of the rotonda were closed at ten minutes before 
eleven this morning, and all persons except 
the sergeants at arms, their aseistants. and the guard 
of honor, were obliged to leave the hall. At this 
hour (11 am), an order has been issued that no per- 
son be allowed to enter the capitol; and, though 
the terraces surrounding the building and adjacent 
are thronged with peuple, the corridors present a 
comparatively deserted appearance. 

The Widew's Last Leok. 
A SCENE THAT SHOWS THE DEPTH OF HUMAN SADNESS, 

WASHINGTON, September 23.—At twenty minutes 
past 11, two closed carriages drove up to the east 
lower entrance of the senate wing, and the occu- 
pants alighted and passed up the private stairway 
to the vice-president’s room. All the corridors and 
passage ways upon thre main floor of the senate wing 
were quickly barred to all the comers, and instruc- 
tions given by Sergeant-at-Arms Bright, of the 
senate, to the employes and the capitol police on 
duty to keep themselves completely hidden in the 
recesses of the doors and windows while Mrs Gar- 
field passed through to the rotunda. The rotunda 
itself was entirely cleared, the guard of honor re- 
tiring from view for the time being. , 

AROUND THE CORPSE. 

In afew minutes the little procession- emerged 
from the vice-president’s room, and passing around 
the east corridor in the following order, through 
the silent and deserted main passage way of the 
building, Sergeant-at-Arms Bright leading: Mrs 
Garfield leaning upon the arm of General Swaim, 
Harry Gartield, Mollie Garfield and Miss Rockwell, 
<olonel and Mrs Rockwell and Attorney-General 
MacVeagh and MrsSwaim. Nota sound was heard 
save the soft pattering of feet upon the marble 
floors as the little company, robed in sombre gar- 
ments of deepest mourning, passed silenWy on to 
mingle their tears and pay their last earthly tribute 
over the casket which sealed from view the form 
and features of the dearly loved husband, father 
and friend, After remaining about twenty minutes 
in the rotunda they returned as quietly and with 
the same privacy which marked their entrance, and 
passing through the senate wing entered the carri- 
ages and returned to the residence of the attorney 
general, 

The Last Scenes in the Rotunda. 
THE CROWDS GATHERING FOR THE FINAL SERVICES, 

WASHINGTON, September 25—At 1:45 p.m. the 
<rowds about the capiiol numbered many thou- 
sandsand the throngs were constantly receiving 
fresh accessions. Every entrance to the building 
was closely guarded, however, and none were ad- 
mitted without special tickets. The arrangements 
for the funeral ceremonies in the 
are all completed and the chairs and 
sofas labelled to designate for whom reserved. 
The positions of the floral offerings were changed 
and nothing remuined on the casket save a few 
ranches of palin. At the head ofthe catafalque 
stood a broken celumn of white and purple flowers, 

urmounted by a white dove, and on either side 
@ithis were tastefully arranged a crown and a pyra- 
mid of roses. At the foot and resting aguinst black 
drapery was a wreath, which by order of the 
queen was yesterday placed on the 
casket. Arranged on each side of 
this offering from the queen were handsome 
«rosses, While resting at their base was placed a 
magnificent floral pillow, on which is inscribed in 
woillets: 
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“OUR MARTYR PRESIDENT. 


‘which attracted so much admiration yesterday. The 

Knights of Malta contributed a large Maltese cross, 
and the Union Veteran corps of whiah General 
Garfield was a member, a pillow of white flowers, 
Dearing in violet letters the inscription: 


The whole appearance of the catafalque was taste- 
fuland elegant. In front of the chairs, which have 
been placed on the south side of the casket, were 
arranged sofas for the accommodation of Mrs 
Garfield and family of the late president. Directly 
opposite and on the north side of the catafalque, 
sofas were reserved for the members of the cabinet 
and distinguished guests. The front row of chairs 
jn the northwestern section of the rotunda were 
placed at -the disposal of justices of the 
supreme court, while in the rear. of 
these several rows were selected for 
the accommodation of senators. Representatives 
eccupied seats on the southeastern and southwest 
ern sections. Behind these a row of chairs reserved 
forthe representatives of the press, and there 
mainder of the seats in that section given to the 
public generally. 

ENTERING THE BUILDING. 

At exactly a quarter to 2 o'clock, the doors of the 
rotunda were opened. The first society to arrive 
was the Knights Templar Beausant Commandery, 
of Baltimore. They entered in full regalia, but did 
not remain in the hall, simply passing around the 
catafalque in double file. Four of their number bore 
a floral offering in the shape of an immense maltese 
<ross, Which was reverently placed atthe head of 
the dais. 

At ten minutes past two, the Army of the Cum- 
berland filed in by the door leading from the sen- 
ate chamber, and took seats reserved for them. 

Immediately after the doors were thrown open to 
all holders of tickets. In ten minutes the chairs set 
apart for the general pubiic were completely filled. 
Soon the members of the diplomatic corps arrived 
but were ushered tothe seats reserved for them. 

The military portion of the procession to escort 
the remains to the depot formed right in front, fac- 
Ang the east front of the capitol at quarter past two, 
with the district militia holding the right of the 
line. 


The Funcral Services. 
THE REPUBLIC STANDING IN REVERENCE. 


WASHINGTON, September 23— Although the funeral 
<eremonies were not to commence until 3 o'clock, 
long before that hour, and indeed all the morning, 
with the exception of one hour, while Mrs Garfield 
‘passed into the rotunda to view the remains of her 
husband lying in state, the corridors of the building 
‘were thronged with visitors. Ata few moments be- 
fore 2 o'clock the Beausant commandery of Knights 
_ Templar, from Ealtimore, filed in and deposited 
em handsome floral tribute to the dead presi- 
dent. A few minutes later a num- 
‘ber of members of the diplomatic corps 
entered and took seats assigned to them in the rear 
sof the sofas placed for the accommodation of the 
- @upreme court, the members of which soon after 
- w@ntered, headed by Chief Justice Waite. |

The members of the house filed in through the 
south door, preceded by the officers of that body, 
and by ex-Speakers Randall and Banks. They were 
followed by the senators, Senator Anthony leading, 
who entered by the north door. 

At 3 o'clock the cabinetand distinguished guests 
entered in the following order: President Arthur 
and Secretary Blaine, ex-Presidents Grant and 
Hayes, Secretary and Mrs Windom, Secretary and 
Mrs Lincoln, Secretary and Mrs Hunt, Attorney- 
Generaland Mrs MacVeagh, Secretary Kirkwood 
and Postmaster-General James, and Generals Drum 
and Beale. The vast assemblage rose as of one ac- 
cord to honor the new president. 

THE SERVICES, | 

When they had regained theif seats the ceremo- 
nies were opened with the hymiy* Asleep in Jesus,” 
beautifully rendered by a volunteer choir. Rev Dr 
Rankin then ascended the raiséd platform at the 
head of the catafalque, and read itka clear and dis- 
tinct voice appropriate scriptural selactions. 

Rey Dr Erret then offered a ptextT and was fol- 
lowed by Rey Frederick Power, who delivered a 
feeling and appropriate address.. At the conclusion 
of his remarks Rev J G Butler delivered a prayer, 
which conciuded the ceremonies. 

Immediately after the close of the services the 
floral decorations were removed (Mrs Garfield 
having requested that they be her 
home at Mentor), except the beautiful wreath, 
the gift of Queen Victoria, which had been placed 
upon the head of the coffin when the lid was closed, 
and which remained upon the coffin when it was 
borne to the hearse and will lie there until the re- 
mains are buried. 
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Leaving the Rotunda. 

THE SCENES AND INCIDENTS ALONG THE STREETS, 

WASHINGTON, September 23—The coffin was borne 
to the hearse, and the vast multitude uncovered 
their headsas it passed. The officiating clergymen 
followed immediately after the coffin. Tne army 
and navy officers, composing the body guard, filed 
out the east deor and took their places about the 
hearse, the army upon the right and the navy on the 
left.

Following the hearse was a line of over one hun- 
dred carriages, occupied by the officers of the exec- 
utive mansion and their wives, the relatives of 
the late president, ex-Presidents Hayes 
and Grant, President, Arthur, and 
Secretary Blaine, the cabinet ministers and their 
wives, the diplomatic corps, Chief Justice Waite

As the 
procession moved minute guns were fired from the 
military posts and forts surrounding the city, and 
the church bells were tolled. At least_40,000 people 
were gathered about the capitol tosee the sturt of 
the procession. 
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Retarning Heme. 
PLUSHED WITH VICTORY; 
CHILLED IN DEATH, 


HE CAME HE RETURNS 

WASHINGTON, September 23.—When the proces- 
sion reached the Baltimore and Potomac depot the 
coffin was carried from-the hearse to the train by 
six men of the Second artillery and placed on 
board and the train started at 5:16. 

It was followed by a second section with the sen- 
ators and representatives on board. At 5:24, before 
the train was four minutes on its way the coup- 
ling pin between the engine and _ the 
first car broke, causing a delay of 
ten minutes. Both sides of the track were lined 
with people along the road as far as the arsenal, a 
little overa half mile from the city. The crowd 
must have been much greater when the funeral 
train passed, as many people could be seen disap- 
pearing in the distance. There was a slight shower 
after the funeral train started, which  proba- 
bly hastened their departure. The first 
car of the trainis a dining-room car, and the re- 
mainder are occupied by senators and representa- 
tives as follows: In the first car after the dining car, 
are Senators Bayard, Delaware; Anthony, Rhode 
Island; Camden, West Virginia; Sherman, Ohio;

There are only two representatives of 
the press on this train—one from the New York as- 
sociated press, and one from the National associated 
press—and there are none on the funeral train. 

It being Mrs Garfield’s wish that such should be, 
many of the correspondents left this morning for 
Cleveland and others this evening. For overthree- 
quarters of amile on the outskirts of Baltimore 
both sides of the track were crowded with men, wo- 
menand children. It was quite dark when the 
train reached the city and notwithstanding the fact 
that the funeral train had passed some 20 minutes 
previous, the crowd was enormous. 

Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

HARRISBURG, Pa, September 25—The funeral train 
bearing the remains of the late President Garfield 
arrived at Marysville to-night ten minutes late. 
After a stop of ten minutes the journey westward 
was continued. There was a large gathering of peo- 
ple at the depot at Marysville. The town was draped 
in mourning, and a meeting was held an hour prior 
to the arrival of the train. Atalmost every station 
along the line there was an outpouring of people 
to catch a glimpse of the train asit passed. At York 
the crowd was very large, and as the train sped past 
an appropriate dirge was played by the band in at- 
tendance. Thestations were all draped. Opposite 
} this city there was an immense gathering. When 


the train was within several miles of this city a na- 
tional salute was commenced, and continued until 
it had gone some distance west. The military or- 
ganizations and the Grand Army of the Republic 
posts of the city were ranged on either 
side of the track. Nostop was made. At several 
points Colonel Rockwell and Dr Boynton visited the 
car in which were Mrs Garfield, Mollie and Harry. 
The former manifested no disposition to recognize 
her surroundings at the different stations. Once she 
was noticed to give way to her feelings in tears. At 
other times she maintained her usual cool and 
calm demeanor that has characterized 
her throughout the president’s illness, 
Mollie and Harry evinced no outward 
symptoms of grief. Postmaster-General James also 
spenta few moments with Mrs Garfield in quiet 
conversation. The train made two stops between 
Baltimore and Marysville at Freeland, Md, fand 
York Haven, Penn, to take water. Engineer George 
Cockley, who brought the train up, is the same 
who engineered the funeral train of the late Pres- 
dent Lincoln. 


Funeral Preparations. 

A MONUMENT PROPOSED TO THE LATE PRESIDENT. 

CLEVELAND, O, September 23—The preparations 
forthe funeral of President Garfield are rapidly 
progressing. The main decorations will 
consist of nine magnificent arches, one 
at each entrance to Monumental park, 
two at the corner of Euclid avenue, and Erie street: 
two at the corner of Erie and Superior, and one at 
the entrance Lakeview cemetery, and draped ban- 
ners are stretched across the principal streets bearing 
mottoes and quotations from the illustrious dead. 
A large banner with appropriate decorations spans 
Euclid Avenue and the Pittsburg railway crossing 
where the body will be taken from the cars, 
and the procession formed to enter the city. Elab 
orate decorative work will be done upon the four 
arches in the square. That (facing the 
pavilion on the west will consist of two 
massive columns joined by an arch, two 


other and shorter columns standing by the side of } 


the foundations of the archway, one bearing a 
bronze eagle and the other-representing @ broken 
column. The column will be appropriately 
wreathed in flowers, flags, and drapery. A portion 
of the arch will consist of flags and 
flowers woven together. At the foot is a canal boat 
with the inscription, “Hiram is a step above.” 
Then follow Chickamauga, the ;house of con- 
gress, senare, and at the top the white house. 

The arch facing this upon the east will be 
similarin general design. The decorations con- 
sist principally of flags of all nations 
intertwined with flowers and drapery of sable lues. 
The floral decorations on the standard will be four 
by eight feet in size, and in the archways eight by 
ten feet. 

The decorations facing the catafalque will be two 
colossal floral gates, with standards at each end 20 
feetin height. The span between will be occupied 
by several posts, ten feet high. Each standard will 
be clothed with sable drupery and decorated with 
wreaths and flags. 

A MONUMENT PROPONED., 

Messrs J H Wade, H B Payne and Joseph Perkins 
have been appointed a memorial committee to re- 
ecive subscriptions for and decide on the monu- 
ment. The following is self explanatory: 

The undersigned have been charged with the 
duty of receiving contributions and erecting a 
monument in Lakeview cemetery over the grave of 
our lamented president, James A.. Garfield. In 
order that all may share in the privilege 
and honor of the work, we recommend that subseri p- 
tions be limited to one dollar each, and that the 
sume be collected as carly as possible, and especially 
on Monday, the day of the funeral, it being also the 
day set apart by the president for a 
national fast. Each locality through’ the 
states and territories is requested to 
organize for the object in such ways as it may deem 
the most effective. Remittances should be made to 
the Second national bank of Cleveland, which has 
been appointed treasurer of the ‘Garfield monu-

CRITICISES THE TREATMENT OF THE PRESIDENT’S CASE. 

LONDON, September 23.—The Lancet discussing 
the case of General Garfield, says: The bullet did 
not wound any vital part in its path, and had the 
sinuous wound it made closed up, all would have 
been well. But the wound did not heal because its 
walls were bruised and s0 injured that 
primary union was impossible. The retention 
of the pent up and _ £ 0»putrid matter’ in 
the wound almost insured the absorption of the 
septic poison and death. It may be regarded as an 
opeif question how far the successful attempt to 
render the weund anti-septiec would have been. 
It would be unjust to blame the surgeons, 
and it a@ matter for congratulation 
that they were not led away by the vulgar desiref or 
the extraction of the bullet, which had done no 
harm since it once reached its resting place near 
the pancreas, and its extraction per se would not 
have influenced at all the subsequent cause of the 
Cuse.

RoME, September 23—At 3 o0’clock this afternoon 
all business was suspended, the bells of the city 
were tolled and a grand memorial service was held 
at the opera-house. An immense concourse was 
present; nearly one thousand people filled the 
building. Aftera beautiful requiem chant Rev G 
W Wilson read from the Bible, followed by an earn- 


est prayer by Rey GA Nunnally. Resolutions eulo- - 


gizing the dead president and ‘containing many pa- 
triotic sentiments were then introduced. Hon A R 
Wright, H D Capers and Judge Underwood deliv- 
ered appropriate and eloquent addresses, after 
which the resolutions were unanimously adopted.

AN EXTRA SESSION 


OF THE SENATE FOR THE TENTH 
OF OCTOBER. 


Brother Dawes He Calls on Brother Arthur and the 
Two Brothers Agree that the Democrats Will 
Have it Anyhow, So They Conclude to 
Convene the Senate in Extra Session. 


WASHINGTON, September 23:—The following has 
just been reccived from the department of state: 

By the president of the United States of America— 
a proclamation. Whereas objects of interest to the 
United States require that the senate should be 
‘eonvened at an carly day, to receive and act upon 
such communications as may be made toiton the 
part of theexecutive: 

Now, therefore I, Chester A Arthur, president of 
the United States, have considered it to be my duty 
to issue this, my proclamation, declaring that an 
extraordinary occasion requires the senate 
of the United States to eonvene- for 
the transaction of business at the capitol, 
in the city of Washington, on Monday,. the 10th of 
October next, at noon on that day, of which all who 
shall at tpat time be entitled to act as members of 
that body are hereby required to take notice. 

Given under my hand and seal of the United States 
at Washington, 23d day of September, in the year 
of our Lord, one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-one, and of the independence of the United 
States the one hundred and sixth.

HOW IT CAME ABOUT. 

Senator Dawes called upon President Arthur to- 
day. He strongly advised the calling of an execu- 
tive session. In conversation he pointed out that 
political results would be affected by an early ses- 
sion. The senate is now democratic, but it is no 
more so than it Will be in December. There could 
be in his judgment, no doubt that a democratic sen 
ator would be elected president of the senate. He 
thought that the law and custom required a presi- 
dent before any senator could be properly sworn 
in. It appeared to him almost as certain that a sec- 
retary would also be necessary to a prop- 
er organization of the body, as no 
formal record of the election of a president could be 
mude. The next business would be the admission 
of the new senators from New York and a successor 
to Senator Burnside. Their admission would con- 
stitute a question of the highest privilege. With 
these added to the republican side, there could not 
be any change in the committees, even if the dem- 
ocrats should desire to change them, which in 
his judgment is not at all likely. Neither 
party would peril its reputation with the 
country by indulging in another wrangle. Either 
would prefer to suffer wrong rather than to precipi- 
tate another deadlock. With the presiding officer 
and secretary, the democrats would make no con 
tést for the minor offices, and these would probably 
be conceded to the republicans. 

PRESIDENT ARTHUR’S RESIDENCE. 

President Arthur has determined not to reside in 
the white house, at least for several months, and 
will continue to make Senator Jones's house his 
home, The senator’s family is on the Pacific coast 
and will not be in Washington until January next, 
and the house has been accepted by the president 
as his residence until that time, Senator Jones to 
be his guest. The white house will thor- 
oughly overhauled and refitted, far 
to make it suitable for the public offices 
ofthe president. President Arthnr will not again 

eve Washington except possibly to visit New York 

fot a day, until the meeting of the senate. There is 
a great press of purely routine business awaiting his 
action. There are besides important appointments 
to be made in the army and navy specially. There 
are seven vacancies on the retired list of the former 
and several in the latter service. The vacancy on 
the supreme bench isan urgent case for executive 
action. 

J Stanley Brown, private secretary of the late 
President Garfield, has been requested to continue 
in the discharge of the same duty by President Ar- 
thur.

The cabinet, through Secretary Blaine, tendered 
their resignations to President Arthurat the cabiuet 
meeting at the capitol after the president was sworn 
in. Theact wasaccom panied by an expression of the 
warinest sentiments and personal regard, and the 
president was given to understand that the mem- 
bers of the cabinet desired only to relieve him of 
all embarrassment without regard to past 
political events. The president, without séomality. 
said that he did not desire to accept the 
tendered resignations, and would esteem ita per- 
sonal favor if they would continuein discharge of 
their duties. The condition of publie business and 
sensitiveness of the public mind in yiew of the 
recent great national bereavement warranted him 
in asking this indulgence at their hands. 

Secretary Blaine assured the president that he 
could depend upon them to use their best efforts to 
tranquilize the country and to aid him in the per- 
formance of his duties in the present trying circum- 
StANCes. 

It is understood, however, that the 
tions have not been formally declined or 
accepted, but the cabinet will simply con- 
tinue to discharge their duties 
until a more suitable time arrives for the decision 
of the question of thefr retention. In declining to 
accept the resignation ofthe cabinet, President Ar- 
thur did not commit himself to anything definite. 
He remarked that under the present distressing cir- 
cumstances he could not be expected to give his at- 
tention to national affairs, except such as demand 
consideration. His request was that the present 
cabinet continue in the discharge of their duties,

| leaving the question of resignations until such time 


as he can determine what is best for him to do. 
THAT MAN HAYES. 

Ex-President Hayes went all through the white 
house, to-day, and was very much moved by the 
recollections of his four years’ residence there. He 
shook hands with all the employes. He was accom- 
panied by Senator Sherman. When President Ar- 
thur was sworn in yesterday, Hayes was the third per- 
son to congratulate the president. The presence of 
himself and Senator Sherman at the inauguration 
of the man they removed from the collectorship of 
New York, about two years ago, makes one of the 
historicaF pictures of the present sad ehapter in 
national affairs.

SENATOR HILL’S VIEWS. 
PHILADELPHIA, September 20—Senator Ben Hill, 
of Georgia, who has been undergoing in this city a 
painful operation for a fungus growth upon the 
tongue, has almost recovered and will be ready to 
tuke his seat in the senate whenever it shall be 
called. Heis still at the Jefferson medical college 
hospital, on Sansom Street, and I found him in that

He 
was so cheerful and apparently manny I 
never saw him fuller of mental and 
physical vigor and in hope for the 
future than then. I want to always remember him 
as he appeared tome thatday—a perfect man. A

The general disposition is, however, to elect a north- 
ern man.”’ 

“You speak of Mr Harris and Mr Bayard as the 
only candidates. They are both demoerats. As the 
senate is a tie, how can one or the other of them be 
elected without republican votes?’ ‘*The senate is 
not a tie for the pu es of organization. The two 
senators from New York and the one from Rhode . 
Island to be appointed in General 
Burnside’s place cannot participate in 
the election of th presiding officer. 
They cannot be sworn in until a presiding officer is 
elected and there is an organization.

**l understand, then, that you look for harmoni- 
ous action at the meeting of the senate and expect 
no radical change by General Arthur in the present 

wlicy.”” “I certainly do not expect anything but 
larmonious action atthe meeting of the senate. 
There will be every disposition to do whatever is 
done as quietly and speedily as possible and to do 
what is for the best interest of the country. I have 
too much faith in General Arthur’s good sense to 
anticipate that he will do anything caleulated to 
arouse sectional or factional differences within his 
own party although I believe that he will be beset 
by more perils than any man who has ever yet 
succeeded to the presidency by the death of a pres- 
ijent.”’ 

MR TILDEN NOT DISHEARTENED, 

NEW YorK, September 20.—The flag at Greystone, 
Mr Tilden’s residence; was at half-mast yesterday, 
as in all other places where it was displayed in the 
the neighboring city of Yonkers. Mr Tilden was at 
home, but not fully recovered from the illness that 
overtook him as he was returning from the Catskills. 
Several representatives of the press called upon him 
during the day to ask for interviews on the situa- 
tion, but he refused to see them. A reporter of the 
World met Mr Tilden as he was returning from a 
stroll through the grounds at Greystone and was wel- 
comed by him very civilly. ‘Pray do not inter- 
view me,’’ he said, ‘“‘but lam quite willing to talk 
with you.”’ In reference to the death of President 
Garfield and the assuming of the presidential office 
by General Arthur, who has been elected as vice- 
presi-lent, Mr. Tilden spoke of the death of the 
presidentasa sad, although not an unexpected 
event. The long and heroic struggle made by 
President Gartield and his sufferings, had awakened 
the sympathies of the entire people. If the sympa- 
thies and prayers of the seole could have re- 
stored a man to health President Garfield ¢ 
would have lived to administer the office 
to which he was elected. There is now 
universal sympathy for the family of the president 
in their great affliction, and that,too, of no ordinary 
extent. As to the effect of the president’s death 
and the elevation of the vice-president to the chief 
magistracy, Mr Tilden did not believe that it would 
have the slightest effect upon the business of the 
country. The forms and machinery of the govern- 
ment work so smoothly that a change of one man 
in charge. though that one is the president, 
is not likely to cause a jar in commercial and busi- 
ness interests. ‘“‘Besides,’’ Mr. Tilden said, ‘*Mr 
Arthurisa man of. ability, of experience and of 
tact, and it is not probable that he will, even ifhe 
could, commit any act that might disturb the pres- 
ent prosperity of the country.

WHAT COLLECTOR ROBERTSON SAYS. 

NEW YORK, September 20.—Collector -Robertson 
said to a reporter of the World. in answer to a ques- 
tion as to his knowledge of the character and ac- 
quirements of the new president: 

“[ have known General Arthur for twenty-five 
years, and have no hesitation in saying that he has 
the requisite administrative and executive ability 
tomakea good president. Furthermore, I think 
his natural disposition will lead him to be at the 
head of a good administration. He has always 
been a strong and active republican, and has al- 
ways been regarded as oneof the leaders of the 
party in the state. HewWas notinthe ermy during 
the war, but served on Governor Morgan’s staff, and 
served well, The sickness of President Garfield 
educated our people and at the same time educated 
the man who was destined to succeed him in his 
lofty place, and thus his death created scarcely a 
ripple in our social and political waters. If it had 
been sudden—if, for instance, it had oecurred on 
the 3d of July, before the people had become accus- 
tomed to the thought of it, 1 think there would 
have been some commotion. The _ people 
were then utterly unprepared for so grave 
a national event. When it came they had had 
weeks and weeks to prepare themselves in, and had 
made up their minds to meet the inevitable coolly 
and philosophically. Butto return to President 
Arthur. I think that he willcarry out all the essen- 
tial features of President Garfield's administration. 
If President Arthur will take possession of the pilot- 
house to the exclusion of everybody else, lam con- 
vinced that he will guide the ship of state as suc- 
cessfully and as Psa ae 4 as any one of his prede- 
cessors. Iam inclined to think that he intends to 
be president nergy HE ag know whatI mean by 
that—and I don’t think there will be anything 
administration. I am 
naturally disposed to be sanguine, and 
I look forward to seeing General  Ar- 
thuras good a president as we have ever had. 
That all depends, however, on General Arthur's 
being president himself, of whichI have no doubt 
whatever, The ‘power behind the throne’ which 
has been spoken of by so many, has no terrors for 
me. There will be no ‘power behind 
the throne.’ I don’t think, infact, that President 
Arthur, in his administration of his office, will be 
underany malign influence. Ithink he will ad- 
minister his great trust for the good of the country. 
His bearing since the shooting of the president— 
calm, considerate and dignuitied—has helped him 
wonderfully and given himthe confidence of the 
masses of the people. I shall be greatly dis- 
appointed if he don’t make a good presi- 
dent. I don’t look for any changes in the 
cabinet, but at the same time some may be made. I 
have at least no knowledge ofany. With regard to 
President Arthur's political life 1 eannot speak 
knowingly, as he Was most prominentin the man- 
agement of city politics, which were far removed 
from my sphere, Still I know enoug}yof his admin- 
istration of the affairs of a local party®to assert that 
he possesses far more than ordinary executive and 
managerial ability. He enters upon the office of 
president with less difficulties than ever surrounded 
a vice president who has assumed the chair of state, 
and he has an opportunity to make name and fame 
that isseldom accorded inthis country or any 
other. I hope and believe that he will improve it.”’ 


MR BECK ON THE CABINET. 
LEXINGTON, September 23.—In conversation with 
your correspondent to-night, andin reply to the 


question whether he thoughta new cabinet would 
soon be called by President Arthur, Senator Beck 
suid: ‘‘I don’t know. I assume that there will not 
be. The present heads of departments have been 
engaged since March in making up estimates for 
appropriations for the next fiscal year. These 
estimates will have to be completed and putin the 
hands of the secretary of the treasury early in the 
month of October. The secretary will then require 
at least a inonth to examine and revise them previ- 
ous to laying them before congress, when it meets. 
The rules of the house of representatives require 
that all bills for appropriations shall be reported 
within sixty days after the meeting 
of congress, All this work of preparation 
could not be done in time by a new cabinet. 
Hence, I assume that Mr Arthur will desire the 
benefit of the assistance of the present cabinet until 
the estimates are allin and reported and his message 
based upon them prepared. I do not see any neces- 
sity for calling congress together before the regular

THE INSIDE FACTS 


OF THE OWNERSHIP OF THESTATE 
ROAD LEASE. 


The begislature Succeeds in Unearthing Important 
Pacts Begarding the Celebrated Lease, and the 
Validity of the Bond--Governor Brown 
Examined Before the Committee. 


Yestesday morning in each branch of the general 
assembly, the report of tire special joint committee 
on the investigation of the lease of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, was presented by the chairman 
of each branch of the committee, with the an- 
npuncement that the committee had carefully con- 
sidered the subject submitted to them and had re- 
ported as soon as practicable. The following is the 
report as read to the legislature: 

The joint special committee, appointed under @ 
resolution of the general assembly authorizing and 
directing an investigatierr of the lease of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad, beg leave to submit the 
following report: 

Impressed with the magnitude of the question 
submitted, and the intricate. legal proposition in-. 
volved in the subject matter of investigation, your 
committee have made as patient, painstaking and 
thorough examination and inquiry into the owner- 
ship and condition of the lease as has been possible 
consistent with the proper discharge of other du- 
ties devolved upon them as members of 
the general assembly, and they deem 
it notimproper here tostate that owing to said 
duties and the difficulty experienced in procuring 
the attendance of witnesses, some of whom reside at 
remote distances, it has been impossible to report at 
an earlier day the testimony herewith submitted 
and the findings and conclusions of your committee 
thereon. 

From the evidence your committee find: 

Ist. That there has been no violation of so much 
of the lease act as was intended to prohibit discrimi- 


nations in favor of or against any company or per- 
sons having business connections or relations with 
the Western and Atlantic railroad. 

2d. That in the opinion of the committee 
the evidence raises a strong presumption 
that a majority of the stock in said lease 
is not bona fide owned and controlled by Georgians. 

3d. A question as to the validity of the bond by 
the lessees to the state was made and discussed in 
the committee on which question they failed to 
agree. 

“But your committee have agreed upon the follow- 
ing resolutions, to-wit: 

Be it resolved by the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives of the state of Georgia, that his excellen- 
cy, the governor, be and he is hereby requested to 
trausmit to the attorney general of the state the 
evidence herewith submitted, and direct him to 
make a critical and careful examination of the 
same, and if in his, the said  at- 
torney general’s, “opinion, from such examination 
or such other facts as he may be able to obtain—he 
should conclude that a majority of the stock in said 
lease is not bona fide owned and controlled by resi- 
dents of the state of Georgia, and that the same un- 
der the terms of the lease acts works a forfeiture of 
said Jease, that he then be instructed to institute 
suitable and necessary proceedings to forfeit and 
annul said lease, and for the recovery of such prop- 
erty in the hands of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road company as the state may be entitled to. 

Resolved further, That his excellency, the gov- 
ernor, be, and he is hereby requested 
to submit the bond given by the lessees and all the 
papers and evidence connected therewith or rela- 
tive thereto to the attorney general and instruct him 
to examine the same thoroughly and report to the 
governor the result of his investigation aud should 
such report be adverse to the validity of the bond 
than his excellency the governor shall cause notice 
ofthe sameto be given to the president of the. 
Western and Atlantie railroad company at the same 
time calling upon him to execute a new bond 
or perfect . the present one within 
sixty days from the date of the 
service of said notice, and upon the failufe 
of said company te comply with said demand 
within the time specified, the governor shall direct 
the attorney-general to institute proceedings to have 
said lease forfeited and to take such other steps as 
may by him be deemed necessary to recover such 
propery, now in the possession of the Western and 
Atlanfic railroad company, as the state shall and 
may be entitled to.

Cotton Growing and Cotton Spinning. 
Brooklyn Eagle. 

The Atlanta cogton exhW®ition will open next 
month, and, accotding to statements of some of 
those more directly concerned init, samples of 
the cotton products every cotton growing region 
in the world will be on exhibition there, and ample 
opportunity afforded tojudge of the quality and 
characteristics of each for manufacturing purposes, 
But, following the statements of the gentlemen al- 
luded to, this is a minor pointin the purposes of the 
exhibition, for the reason that the qualities of the 
various kinds of cotton are already well known to 
those directly concerned in its production and man- 
ufacture; and the main advantage expected from 
the exhibition is that which will acerue to the 
southern cotton growing states by the influx of 
northern capital, and the transfer in part, at least,of 
the printand other cotton factories of New England 
und the middle-eastern states to the south. The ba- 
sis of this expectation appears to lie in the statement 
which is given as a fact that the tiber of the product 
is so broken and damaged by the method of packing 
rendered necessary for its easy transportation, that the 
quality of the goods manutactured from it in the 
north is materially affected and far inferior in 
strength and durability to goods which might beman- 
ufactured from the same staplein the south, where 
the productis grown. They say that the immense 
pressure to which the cotton is subjected in baling 
it for transportation runs the fibers together and 
crushes them so that their cohesive power is lost, in 
a great measure, by the displacement of their parts, 
and that if the cotton should be taken direetly from 
thethe field to the factory, not being subjected to this 
unnatural pressure, the fibers would remain as 
grown,and the full strength of the material be 
transferred to the cloth woven from it. There are 
other advantages claimed for the manufacture of 
cotton goods in the south, but this appears to be the 
principal one, 

What soundness there is in the claim, the manu- 
facurers are apt to see and determine for themselves, 
but the claim and the purposes of the exhibition 
will attract a great deal of attention in the northern 
and middle states for the reason that they show a 
hea hy desire on the part of thesouthern people to 
draw capital to themse] ves and tostimulate the bus- 
iness energies of their own community,soas toenter 
the field of competition with other regions which 
have already won a place among the world’s busi- 
ness centers. If the southern expectations in this 
matter should be realized, what would be a loss to 
the north would certainly be a gain to the country, 
because the cost of double transportation would be 
reduced and the manufactured goods be given to the 
world cheaper, while their superior quality would 
open the way to ularger sale in the marts of the 
world. Atthe same time, it is doubtful if the north 
would. feel the loss at all; for there is plenty of capi- 
tul here which is looking for employment at all 
times, and which issure to force its way into any 
place left vacant by the transfer of that now em- 
ployed in one plaee to another, where it is more 
needed. The low rate of interest on loans, either 


governmental or private, at present, is proof of this. 
And, therefore, there will be no jealousy felt at the 
north ifthe hopes of the southern cotton growers 
should be fulfilled by means of this Atlanta fair.

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THE DYING SESSION. 


The Legislature Preparing for An Adjournment To- 
Night. 

The adjourned session of the legislature will prob- 
ably close to-night. Aside from the session of last 
winter, the members of the general assembly have 
found work which has kept them in adjourned ses- 
sion since the first Wednesday in July. The 
amount of business that has been before the two 
houses has been simply enormous. The important 
bills have been few, and were quickly disposed of; 
but a perfect avalanche of local bills 
cupied the time of the two houses§ 
It was stated yesterday that the 
house up to that time passed only five senate bills, 
so completely was it engaged in its own matter. On 
yesterday afternoon, however, senate bills were put 
through the house very rapidly.

It seemed impossible that they could all be 
disposed of, as some were so lengthy as to require 
half an hour in being read, while others would pro- 
voke considerable discussion. On the heel of the 
session things are moving with arush, and it was 
last night generally believed that the session would 
adjourn sine die to-night. Sothat all who desire 
to look in upon the last moments of the dying bi 
ennial session had better go by to-day, and do so.

The» comptroller general comp with 
their request, and designated Captain Tyler M Pee= 
ples, of the county of Gwinnett, as the arbitrator 
selected by the state. The road selected Hon John 
Screven, of Savannah; and on last Tuesday 
these two arbitrators met in Savannah to 
determine the difference between the comptroller 
general andthe Savannah, Florida and Western 
railroad. Asit was probable that points of differ- 
ence would arise between the arbitrators, they 
agreed to select an uimpire, also permitted by the act 
of 1874.

A telegram from Mayor Wheaton stated 
that everything wgs quict, and that there were fa-° 
vorable prospects Gf a peaceful and satisfactory ad- 
justment of all the troubles. We present below @ 
special telegram received last night, which covers 
every development worthy of note: 

SAVANNAH, September 23—The striking laborers 
have not yet returned to work, butin their meet- 
ings last evening they determined to peaceably 
await the result of the negotiations now pending 

The committees of mediation have been at work 
all day trying to effect a settlement, but as far as: 
can be learned no definite understanding has been 
reached that will satisfy all the parties concerned. 
Everything has been quictin the city to-day, and 
10 act of violence has been committed. 

The crowds have dispersed from around the canal 
bridge, and it is not thought that the strikers wil 
again resortto force to carry their measures. A 
strong detachment of police are, however, guarding 
the bridge to-night. 

I learn that the laborers at the Central railroad 
warehouses, whe returned to work and presented 
their petition in an orderly manner, have had their 
wages raised. 

The sentiment of the people is strongly in favor 
ofthe justice of the laborers demand for an in- 
crease of wages, but every good citizen condemns 
the unlawful measures they adopted. 

This morning, while crossing the river er inlet at 
the Isle of Hope, about seven miles from Savan- 
nah, an overcrowded flat boat sank, drowning 
twelve out of seventeen negroes, men and women, 
who were ou their way to the city with supplies of 
fish for market.

Governor Colquitt was called for and responded 
as follows: 

If there is any man in the world who is fit for trea- 
son, etrategems and oe. it is one who has not self 
respect add pride of character and love for his repu- 
tation and name and the man whois most despica- 
ble next tothatone is the one who has notstate 
pride or city pride.

now. And will Georgians lack enterprise, and in- 
terest, and enthusiasm’? Will the citizens of At- 
lanta—of this young, bold, vigorous, enterprising 
town? Wil) she fall short of what has been her 
eharacter in times past?) No, gentlemenand ladies, 
I have no such fears or doubts. I have been a mem- 
ber of the executive committee but ashort time and 
the affairs are not in every way familiarto me, but 
i desire to say a word that may encourage the gen- 
tlemen of the committee if ‘they should fee! the 
slightest discouragement because this house is not 
packed from bottom to top. The people have confi- 
dence in vou that all will be done thatis necessary 
tobe done. Thatis the feeling all over the city,

" From all of the states of the United States there 
have been expressions of opinion  concern- 
ing, the cotton exposition. I have met with a great 
many people from the northern, western and east- 
ern Cities, and there is not one who has not said that 
this opportunity would be improved by people who 
are anxious to see what the people are,and what the 
south is. They are coming tosee us. Itisa bright 
day for Georgia that she has been made the locality 
for this exposition. There is not a state in this 
eountry—in these United States—that would not 
feel proud for the Opportunity presented to them 
which we now have for calling together such a mul- 
tude of men who are looking for opportunities 
for investment. “Ne. ought to have, from 
the state of ‘seorgia the finest 
exbi7on that is made by afiy state. We ought to 
, have upon the part of the state of Georgia the finest 
demonstration of hospitality; we onght to have 
upon the part of the citizens of Atlanta a warm and 
hearty w incube. Let hands clasp in a cordial greet- 
ing, and Jet Atlunta meet the coming thousands 
with a heartiness of welcome which will sustain 
our city’s reputation for hospitality. 

Governor Colquitt sat down amid applause and in 
repiy to calls Director-General Kimball arose and 
aid: 

I Acosire to correct one idea. It is very well to 
talk about this: but when you talk about Atlanta en- 
tertaining six or eight hundred people, which has 
been the outside limit of any of the conventions 
and talk about taking care of a strange population 
of twenty-five thousand every day, itis quite an- 
other matter. Now itisa fact well known and de- 
monstrated that there is not a world’s fair that has 
ever been held that there has not been from seven- 
ty-five to ninety per cent. come from within 
one hundred and fifty miles of the exposition, 
At the centennial & percent of the one hundred 
million came from within 150 miles. I here hold in 
my hand a telegram stating that one thousand miles 
distant they are organizing excursions, and you 
talk about taking care of them. Now, I want to get 
right at it, and Jet these people understand that we 
must do something. The last man and woman has 
got to do something or our exposition is a failure. 
Our work is powerless unless you come up 
and do your part. A gentleman came to my 
office and said that he had made exhibits 
at numerous World's fairs, and that he had expen- 
ded five thousand dollars in an exhibit for the cot- 
ton exposition. When he found what prices of 
board would be demanded he said that he was 
tempted tomark his goods back home. These are 
facts. We have built a hotel that will accommodate 
a thousand people. We have another that will take 
care of three hundred and another a thousand. 
You must take care of five thousand people every 
day. People are coming here as they never came 
before. ghey are coming here not be- 
cause of the exposition, but because itis 
the first time in the history of the country thatan 
opportunity has been offered to visit the south. I 
don’t believe there is any other city with a popula- 
tion of twenty*five thousand white people that has 
the audacity to say, ‘‘we are holding a world’s fair, 
come ye all nations.”’ [Great applause.] That is 
what we have said, Within the last two weeks the 
London Times had a column of editorial upon the 
exposition and bade its people to go across the ocean 
to see the grand advantages yp ery to them by 
‘the exposition. and yet we talk about entertaining 
them as we have done conventions. What we 
want is to take these  peaple in and 
charge thein fair and moderate rates. The world 
abominates anything that looks like extortion, and 
I will tell you they will not submit to it. Weare to 
have distingished gentlemen with us on the first of 
October, Itis probable that President Arthur will 
be here. Now, then, I tell you I want you people 
forthe time, to forget your business, Let every 
merchant close his store at 10 o'clock.

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THE STATE UNIVERSITY 


Gets Two Thousand Dollars and Becomes a Free In- 
stitution of Learning. | 

Another important educational bill passed the 
senate yesterday. It wasa bill to appropriate two 
thousand dollars to the university of Georgia to 
complete the amount necessary to make free the 
tuition at that institution.

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BURGUND’S TRIAL. 


He tia Held to Answer the Charges Hereafter. 

When the hour of 9 arrived’ yesterday morning 
Judge Tanner’s office was crowded with persons 
whose idle curiosity prompted them to be present 
at the preliminary trial of Max CC, Burgund, 
charged with larceny after trust. 

Promptly at fthe designated hour the judge 
called the case when = Mr. é Glenn 
for the prosecution and Mr k A Angier for the de- 
fense, responded. The prosecutrix, Miss Langdon, 
sat next to her attorney and seemed to watch closely 
every. stage of the case from beginning to end, She 
was attired in a plain white suit, the same she wore 
when she fiest met Burgund. Close beside Mr An- 
gier sat his client. He was dressed in a light gray 
suitand presented a good appearance, though a 
close shave would have made his face more pussa- 
ble. He manifested the greatest interest in the 
trial, and his quick, nervous- disposition 
was frequently made apparent in his conduct. 

The first witness for the prosecution was Miss 
Langdon, whoswore that the ring was her property ; 
that she had given it to Burgund, at his earnest re- 
quest, to have it cleaned; that she had mude re- 
peated efforts to get it back but without success. 
she said oe that she never gave the 
ring to Burgund. 

Maggie Ward,an associate of the prosecutrix, swore 
that she heard a ~eonversation between 
Burgund = and Miss Langdon, in which 
Burgund said that he had the 
ring ata jeweler’s to have it cleaned and that he 
would bring it back to her the next day. 

For the defense Mr A Fox, the optician, testified 
as to a conversation between Miss Langdon and Mr 
Munter, Burgund’s partner, in which, he said, Miss 
Langdon told Munter thatshe had given Burgund 
the ring. He also stated thathe knew Burgund 
was stealing from his partner two weeks before he 
left Atlanta.

Several witnesses were then introduced by the 
defense to establish Burgund’s character. In every 
instance the witness stated thatin his opinion Bur- 
gund’s character was good, aticast he so considered 
it until this affair became public. Some of Bur- 
yund’s German friends swore that they knew bBur- 
gund’s family in Germany, and thatit was a “bon 
ion’ one. It was also thus ascertained that before 
coming to America, Burgund had been an officer in 
the German army, but that he was compelled to re- 
sign on account of a difficulty with a superior 
otticer.

After the testimony had been heard Mr Glenn. 


made an clegant speech, in which he reviewed the 
cause, and closed. with a reference to the prisoner 
which was not very complimentary. 

Mr Angier in conducting the defense showed 
great skillin evading the issue. In his remarks he 
disregarded the testimony adduced, and madea yvis- 
orous attack Upon newspapers and newspaper re- 
porters generally. He finally got down to busi- 
ness, and said that Burgund was being 
tried upon afrivolous charge which the reporters 
had magnified to an alarming extent. He denoune- 
ed the papers which published and the reporters 
who wrote the articles as unreliable, and said *‘but 
for these serfsational, disgraceful articles Mr. Bur- 
gund would never have been arrested.,”’ 

Hiis speech was listened to with attention, and 
Was greatly enjoyed by all who heard it: At the con- 
clusion of Mr Angier’s remarks, Judge Tanner re- 
viewed the evidence and not the reporters sensation- 
al sketches ai d concluded by asking Mr Burgund to 
give bond for $200 for hisappearance in the superior 
court when wanted, but Mr Burgund was unable 
to do and last night became the guest of 
Sheriff Green, who keeps the county jail.

act by a majority as usual. They are seldom 
unanimous on any point. But, Mr. Chair- 
man, if the legal authority is possessed by a 
corporation to indorse, then the indorsement 
may be made by whatever authority of the 
corporation usually makes a contract. If the 
rule or law of that corporation is that it takes 
a vote of the stockholders to make a contract, 
then there could be no contract of surityship, 
they having the authority to contract without 
the act of the stockholders. But if the di- 
rectors have the power to contract for the cor- 

wration, generally, then if the corporation 
cs the power to makea contract of surety- 
ship, the directors can make it without re- 
ferring it to the stccxholde:s. In other words, 
whatever power represents the corporation 
and makes binding contracts upon it, can 
make a contract of suretyship, if the author- 
ity is given to the corporation: to become a 
surety. 

The attoiney general states that he has not 
had time to examine the authorities, and I 
respecttully submit, with great deference to 
him, for have very great respect for his 
ability and his legal learning, that he has 
done himself injustice’in this opinion by giv- 
ing it without having time to examine au- 
thorities. It is very clear he did not exam- 
ine the law on the subject. 

He cites the case in the 53 Ga. to show that 
where a corporation exceeds the authority 
given to it by law it cannot bind the corpo- 
rators. That case was simply this: The city 
‘of Macon, as was claimed, had authority under 
her charter and certain statuets that had been 
passed, to tuke stock Jn railroad companies. 
Some question was raised by the judge in de- 
livering this opinion whether they had even 
that authority. In the case that came before 
the court, they took no stock in any railroad 
company, but they were proceeding to indorse 
the bonds of a street car company. Tax- 
pavers then filed a bill to enjoin the 
indorsement by the city, and the street 
car company from receiving the in- 
dorsement. And the court held, and I think 
very properly, that theact of indorsement did 
mot bind the city, because there was nothing 
an the charter or the laws authorizing them to 
make it; and the authority, even if it existed, 
which was questionable, to take stock in a 
railroad COM pUARY, did not contferthe power to 
indorse the bonds of a street car 
company.

outside of the state, nothing but real estate or 
railroad property could be accepted, 

‘ do not think it necessary to enlarge upon 
this by argument. You are lawyers; you 
comprehend the full significance of these 
terms. Isimply insist that the power has been 
given by the lease act in the broadest terms to 
every railroad company in or out of Georgia, 
us far as the legislature had power to confer it, 
and to every express conipany, to become 
sureties upon the bond of this company. And 
as to the surcties to be taken outside of the 
state, she says she will take nothing but real 
estate or railroad property. 

A Senator—I do not know what progress 
has been made with the argument, having 
just come in, but 1 would like to know this: 
If the railroads were authorized to do this, 
would they not have to get the consent of the 
stockholders before they agreed to it? Could 
the officers of the company do it without first 
getting the consent of the stockholders? 

Mr. Brown—I will come to that point. 
Having shown, then, as I think, very conclu- 
sively, that the railroad companies possessed 
the power to indorse, and that, therefore, the 
contract of going our security was not ultre 
vires, but was authorized in the clearest terms; 
the argument on that point by the attorney- 
general must fall to the ground. If the 
statute had been before him, I have no idea 
he would have given any such an opinion. 

Now, the next point I will discuss, is the 
question of fact, did these companies legally 
indorse? I understand the point has been 
raised that you do not know that they 
did; that you do not find certain evidences of 
authority conferred upon those who repre- 
sented the companies to represent them, that 
vou desire to find. In other words, you wish 
to find at some particular place, everything 
now that was then necessary to show that 
they did indorse. Now; [have been a long time 
outof the practice of law—-ten years and 
more, and am gettinga little rusty. But ] 
recollect there was an old rule I used to read, 
that every legal officeft is supposed to do his 
duty faithfully; no oneis supposed to trans- 
cend his authority; until the contrary ap- 
pears, the law presumes each officer has done 
his duty. If lam correct.in that, then the 
burden is upon those who now object to the 
bond, to show that there isnot a legal in- 
dorsement. I will show before I am done, 
that the officer whose legal duty it was to 
examine this question and act, did so, and he 
said it was allright. It has been eleven years, 
nearly, since that act was done, and nobo@y 
has ever found it wrong. I say, then, you are 
estopped now from denying it is right, and 
you must presume the officer did his duty 
faithfully. I think that is a sound legal prop- 
osition. 

A Senator—I would like toask you whether 
you haveseen Mr. Wid ey’s testimony? 

Mr. Brown—Yes; your chairman was kind 
enough to hand me last evening part of the 
evidence that had been taken before you; and 
Lhave read Mr. Wadley’s statement. before 
you. And I desire to say here, gentlemen, 
that no person in Georgia, probably, enter- 
tains a higher regard for Mr. Wadley than I 
do. We have been personal friends for many 
years. We have acted in raijroad conventions 
and various sorts of meetings together—some- 
times opposing each other, it is true—we have 
acted in concert at numerous times -and 
on numerous oceasions, and I, therefore, have 
learned to have great respecttor Mr. Wadley. 
But he is not intallible. He is aman of strong 
feeling, and sometimes gets intoan error, And 
I think I shall show very clearly that Mr. 
Wadley is in errorhere. Let us refer to the 
evidence on that point. 

I understand his evidence, in substance, to 
be that his company is not liableon this bond 
because he did not approve the indorsement. 
I think his evidence was that he or Mr. John- 
for such company as he 
approved; and now he says Johnston indors- 
ed without his approval, and therefore his 
company is not liable. 

I read first on this subject a copy ofa letter 
from Mr. Wadley, which he will not deny is 
genuine, written toMr. A. kh. Seago, who 
was the leading man in the other company 
that bid forthe lease, and was trying to get 
Mr. Wadley to consent to become surety for 
hiscompany. Mr. Wadley says: 

CEN RAL RAILROAD BANK, Savannah, Ga, Deeem- 
ber 19, 1870--To A K Seago, Esq—Deuar Sir: I have 
your favor of the l4th instant, for which lam much 
obliged. 

[have never sought to obtain exclusive control of 
the State road: nor dol think cither line from At- 
lanta ought to have such control. But we are ready 
to join the Georgia road to lease it, or give the re- 
quired guarantee for a satisfactory private company, 
Very respectfully, WILLIAM M, WADLEY,

That is dated over one week before the lease. 
In the meantime, Mr. Wadley does not raise 
any question about the authority of the Cen- 
tral railroad to indorse if he approved. He 
does not put the denial that the ¢ompany is 
liable on any ground, only that of the lack of 
hisapproval. Here he says he is willing to 
join the Georgia railroad ina lease ‘‘or give 
the required guarantee for a satisfactory pri- 
vate company.’ Now let us examine this a 
moment. The Central. and Georgia did not 
lease, The new company was satisfactory to 
the Georgia; nobody denies that it went sure-

“7? do think the Central ought to go on the 
bond of a company that will treat us both 
properly.’ Now, the Georgia thought. this 
company did that, and it was nearly eleven 
vears after the lease before che world was in- 
formed that Mr. Wadley did not think so. 
He was willing to indorse for a company that 
would give all the roads fair play. As ours 
was organized, he could have no doubt we 
would do it. He does not deny that we did it, 
and he willnotdeny it. Then what was his ob- 
jection to our company, composed of the 
persons it was, and representing the railroad 
interest it did? He gives no reason for his 
objection in his evidnece before you. 

Mr. Wadley’s company has had daily com- 
munication with the Western and Atlantic 
railroad company fornearly eleven years; we 
have had settlements weekly or monthly, all 
sorts of transactionstogether, and the world 
has never béen informed till nearly eleven 
years afterwards, that Mr. Wadley did not 
approye of the action of Mr. 
tl in making that indorsement, 
and Mr. Wadley concedes that he or Mr. 
Johnston had the right to make it when he 
approved the company. What reasonable 
objection could he have to the company? 
He gives none. I respectfully submit that 
Mr. Wadley is estopped at this late day from 
getting up and denying that he approved it. 

A Senator—Has there been any recognition 
of the bond? Has that been brought to his 
knowledge, as you know of? There may 
have been a recognition of the lease, without 
any approval of the indorsement. 

Mr. Brown—I do not know that the bond 
has been specially pressed upon his attention. 
He certainly had notice of the fact that Mr. 
Johnston had signed the name of the compa- 
ny to the bond, as the fact was extensively 
published in the newspapers at the time, and 
the lease was a subject of general discussion, 
arid after all this he gave no notice that. he 
doubted that his company was bound. We 
never doubted it and never heard that he 
doubted it, We took it for granted, of course, 
that he considered it all right. 

Again, it is very clear that there could not 
have been a valid lease at the time without a 
bond with ample surety, because that was a 
very emphatic and important requirement of 
the statute. If Mr. Wadley knew there was 
no bond, then he knew there was no valid 
lease; and he has been dealing with us for 
nearly eleven years without disclosing that 
know . Now I simply think Mr. Wadley 
has forgutten this transaction. He does not 
remember all that he said and did at the time.

Rufus B Bullock, governor of Georgia: Sir—I am 
informed by 1:umor on the streets that some num- 
ber of persons (not known to me) have made to your 
excellency a proposition to lease the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, and have tendered the Central 
railroad and banking company as surety on the 
bond required by the act authorizing the lease. 

I feel it my duty toinform you that lam the ac- 
credited agent of that company; that I have joined 
with othersin tendering this road as surety for a 
company, in whichall the railroad interests of the 
state are equally guarded—a result all think for the 
best intérests of the state—and the Central railroad 
will not become security on the bond of any 
other company, and that any tender of that 
company as surety for any persons seeking to 
lease the road, other than those representing all the 
roads equally, is without authority. Very respect- 
fully, your obedient servant, W B JOHNSTON. 

P S—I will add that I am also a director in the 
Macon and Western railroad company, and know 
the action of that company in the premises, and the 
statements above are also true of that company.

I take it for granted that these gentlemen 
understood the law of their respective charters 
at the time; they knew the action that had 
been taken; they were men of high character, 
and would not commit perjury by swearing 
positively that their companies had author- 
ized them to indorse for this company if they 
had not done so. William B. Johnston swears 
he is the authorized agent of the Central rail- 
road company, and that said company has 
consented to become surety for the Western 
and Atlantic railroad company. If you take 
Mr. Wadley’s recollection of the matter as 
correct, you must say that Mr. Johnston has 
been guilty of deliberate and willful false 
swearing. 

Next comes in the bond. The lease act had 
made it the duty of the governor to lease the 
road and take the bond. It had, therefore, 
left it with the governor to decide on. the 
propriety of taking certain railroad companies 
as sureties; or, in other words,*to decide

Now, gentlemen,, 
statement of each 
the time that he had authority from his 
company to become surety for the lessees. 
and I have read the act giving each one the 
power to become our surety. Ido not think 
I need elaborate that. The case is made out. 
The fact that the governor approved. that 
bond, withthe statements in the bond, that 
theyare the accredited agent and authorized 
to represent the company, show that he look- 
ed into it and was satisfied. The law did not 
require him to take or file written evidence of 
the authority or solvency of those’ signing as 
sureties, except the affidavit above quoted; 
but it contemplated that he would satisfy 
himself, by proper inquiry, that all was right, 
which he did before he accepted the bend. 
My recollection is that he had before him 
statements, made by the proper authorities of 
the companies, showing the authority under 
which their representatives acted. It has been 
eleven years, and [ cannot be positive, 
but I know he was very careful at the 
time, and he had* counsel look- 
ing into it very carefully, and we had to satisfy 
them very fully that there was no difficulty 
about what was being done. He having adju- 
dicated it, it seems to me you have no right to 
set it aside, unless you canshow that he acted 
in some way corruptly. If vou deny that he 
did his duty, the burden rests upon you, and 
you must prove it. 

In connection with what I have already 
said, as to the governor’s duties, I remark that 
the lease act says: “The governor shall see to 
it carefully in taking the bond that these re- 
quisitions are fully complied with. He shall 
lease tono company who tenders security that 
even doubtful, nor to any company of 
non-resident adventurers and = speculators.”’ 
So there was a strong legal injunction 
on him to make no mistake about the 
sureties being bound when he took the bond: 
and there is certainly no doubt, I think, that 
he did his duty faithfully. He shall lease to 
no company who tenders security that is even 
doubtful. This was made a condition prece- 
dent. There could be no’ legal contract of 
lease without-a legal bond, with security that 
was not even doubtful. 

A Senator—Are not the governor's duties, 
under that lease act, merely to approve that 
bond? And the question is, does his ap- 
proval make it binding upon the sureties? 

Mr. Brown—What other authority has the 
law vested with the powerof looking into that 
question, or who else was to approve it at the 
time ifhe was not? The law had to vest 
some one with that authority, and if it gave it 
to the governor alone, did not his act bind 
the state at that time? 

A Senator—If it does not bind the 
does not bind the other side, does it? 

Mr. Brown—No. 

A Senator—While he was the accredited 
agent for the purpose of approving and taking 
that bond did not he stand in the position of 
an ordinary, who takes the bond of an ad- 
ministrator or guardian?

Mr. Brown—By no means. But it gives 
the legislature ho jurisdiczion of the case. 
The judiciary must determine, when a proper 
case is made, whether the surety is bound. 

A Senator—Does this bond that the gover- 
nor approved prevent the sureties from mak- 
ing any legal objection to the suretyship? 

Mr. Brown—By ro means. Bui lI say the 
presumption is that) you have a good bond 
that they cannot defend against. And the 
courts, and not the legislators, have jurisdic- 
tion of that issue. It devolves on you to 
show before the courts if you deny it, that 
there is not a good bond; and that the gover- 
nor at the time did not do his duty and take 
a good one. 

I have only two charters before me. The 
charter of the Macon and Western railroad 
company, one of the sureties on our bond, in 
section 14, says: “The power of making the 
by-laws and of appointing such officers, 
ayents and-servants as the business of the 
company may require, and of controlling 
generally its affairs, and of entering into con- 
tracts In its behalf, shall be exercised by the 
president and directors of said company.” 
There is no allusion to stockholders at all. 
And the president and directors have the full 
power to bind the company by any contract 
they make. I think that is pretty generally‘the 
cause With corporations. I have the charter 
of the Central here also, Section 6 says: ‘‘And 
the said principal board of directors 
shall be capable of exercising such other 
powers and duties and authority for the well 
governing and ordering the affairs of the said 
corporation, as to them shail appear condu- 
cive to the interests of the same.’ And 
again, section 17: ‘“The directors for the time 
being shall have power to employ artists, 
managers and laborers, and appoint such 
officers’as shall be necessary for executing the 
business of the company, and to allow them 
reasonable compensation for their services, 
and shall be capable of exercising all such 
other powers and authorities for fhe well gov- 
cerning and ordering the- affairs of said com- 
pany as tothem shall seem fit for the inter- 
ests of said company.” 

Something said, 1 believe, by - Mr. 
Phinizy, about the proposition made before 
the bourd of directors of the Georgia road 
at the time of the celebrated contest 
between General Toombs and Mr. 
Hill and others; and he = states that the 
resolution was not passed. My understand- 
ing of it was that the directors have similar 
power to contract, and that they have often 
exercised them without consulting the stock- 
holders of the company; and my recollection 
of that contest is that General Toombs went 
into the board with a view of getting a reso- 
lution disapproving of the indorsement, and 
that the resolution was laid on the table, and 
Mr. Hill came out the victor in the fight. As 
I understand it, the stockholders refused to 
disapprove what the directors had done and 
laid the resolution on the table. I think you 
will find that this is the true version. 

Now, gentlemen, so much for the original 
bond and the original authority. Having 
shown you that these companies had the 
power to indorse, and that they did indorse, 
I will now show you thatthe legislature of 
Georgia, on more than one occasion, has ap- 
proved of the lease contract and ratified it. I 
tirst read from the resolution passed in 1872, 
page 521, at the time the contest was up, 
about the validity of the lease. As 
presume, you all remember without 
reading the whole resolution, the charges 
were not sustained ; but as 
both the president of the company and the 
state were “dissatistied with the inventory 
which was recorded in secretary of the state’s 
office, that we were finally to settle by, 
the legislature ordered a new inventory to be 
made. Both parties desired that. Then the 
resolution referring to that is in these words: 
“That his excellency, the governor, .be, and 
he is hereby instructed to have a fair and just 
inventory made out and returned, and record- 
edin the secretary of state’s office, which 
will stand asthe true inventory by which 
the lessees shall make their final settlement 
with the state at the end of the lease, and that 
suid lease contract be affirmed with said in- 
ventory thus corrected.”” That legislature, 
I presiime, understood as well as you do, that 
it was. important that there should be a valid 
bond given before there should be a valid 
lease contract. The valid bond, with good 
security, was a condition precedent to the 
lease contract. And Ido not think, with all 
due respect, you have any right to call 
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tion of your pr on that 

tion, who, after full investigation 
expressly affirmed the “lease contract.” Nor 
have you any right to set it aside. The juris- 
diction of that question now belongs to the 
courts, and not to the general assembly. The 
contract made by the governor, under the au- 
thority of an act of the legislature, was cer- 
tainly binding on the state after it had been 
affirmed by the legislature even if the condi- 
tion precedent had not been complied with 
by the governor in making the contract, 
though it was in fact; and it is beyond 
the press of a subsequent legislature to 
annul it without the consent of the other 
parties to the contract. That action 
of the legislature was nearly two years 
ufter the lease had been made. But they 
went still further and added this proviso: 
“Provided, that the execution and filling of 
such corrected inventory, shall not operate to 
release the sureties on the bond of said lessees 
as heretofore made, but said sureties shall re- 
main bound by said first appraisement, in 
case they refuse to sanction the second.”’ 

That seems to us to settle it. They went 
into this investigation and found, first, 
that the charges of fraud were 
not sustained. They looked into the 
whole case; they ordered a new inventory 
to be made, and declared, when that shall be 
made, the lease contract shall stand affirmed. 
and the sureties on the bond heretofore made 
shall remain liable, and if they object to the 
new inventory they shall be bound by the 
first one. Ido not think the attorney-general, 
if he had had these authorities before him, 
would have given you that opinion. 

But I will goa little further. That is not 
the only time the legislature of Georgia has 
indorsed it. ITnow read from the acts of the 
legislature two years later. 

A Senator—Suppose at the time they were 
not liable, does the resolution to the effect 
that they should remain liable, make them 
so? 

Mr. Brown—No, I don’t think so; but I 
think it is fairto presume that our predeces- 
sors knew something-as well as ourselves. As 
already stated, there could be no valid lease 
contract without a legal and a good bond. 
When your predecessors aftirmed the con- 
tract, they thereby adjudged the bond good,and 
neither you nor the sureties can deny it only 
in. a ease in a court having jurisdiction to de- 
cide on the question of their lability, and I 
think you as a legislator are estopped even in 


that case. 

The Senator—I do not think the resolution 
they acted under authorized that. 

Governor Brown—Well, I do not think the 
resolution under which you act authorizes 
this. If they travel outside a little, 1 think 
you are doing the same. [t seems to me_ that 
their action should be presumed to be correct; 
and that the legislature of 1872, who took a 
vreat deal more time investigating this whole 
question than you have done, much more re- 
cently, too, after the transaction, and formed 
this opinion, are entitled to respect, their 
opinions are worth something, and their reso- 
lutions should go forsomething. That is the 
way I view it. Whether right or wrong, their 
action affirming the contract bond the state. 

I now read from section 5 of the act of 1874, 
entitled an act to prevent monopolies in the 
transportation of freights, and to secure free 
competition in the same, and for other pur- 
poses. ‘That none of the provisions of the 
foregoing sections of this act shall apply to 
shipments or consignments of freight from 
points beyond the limits of this state, except 
such as come by sea, and except such as pass 
over the Western and Atlantic railroad; and 


in respect to said road, this act shall be con- 
strued asin harmony with, and in. further- 


. | ance of, the provisions of the law and contract 
approves the bond and grants letters of ad- | 


under which the same is leased, by which dis- 
criminations against other lines are forbid- 
den.”’ 

There the contract of lease is again express- 
ly recognized. Thus another legislature, that 
of 1874, recognizes the contract distinctly; and 
provides that it shall be carried out, and the 
non-discrimination feature shall be fully re- 
spected, 

The legislature also recognizes the lease as 
valid and binding in the act passed 25d <Au- 
gust, 1872, page 337, in reference to granting 
the Georgia Western the privilege to come in 
on the right of way of the Western and At- 
luntic. The aet passed with the following pro- 
viso: “That the right of way of the Western 
und Atlantic shall not bé ~used bevend the 
limits nowallowed by statute, except by the 
written consent of the lesees of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad,” 

And again, the act authorizing the Cincin- 
nati Southern to run into Chattanooga on the 
right-of-way of the Western and Atlantic 
gives the authority on condition that they get 
the consent of the lessees of the Western and 
Atlantie railroad. So that the legislature has 
over and over again recognized the contract 
as valid and binding upon the state, and the 
state is estopped now from denying its valid- 
ity. So much for the indorsement by the 
general assembly. 

Since that time the executive department 
of the state government has recognized it (I 
know one hundred and thirty times); and I 
think I could say it has recognized it many 
more times, We have paid them rental, and 
they have received it from us as lessees in one 
hundred and thirty installments. They recog- 
nize the contract every month as we go along, 
and receive the rental and make no point 
about it. Thus the legislative department has 
recognized it; and the exeeutive department 
has perpetually recognized it for nearly eleven 
years. 

Now, I want toshow you that the judicial 
department has also recognized it. 

I have before me acopy of the bill of ex- 
ceptions in the case of the State vs. the 
Western and Atlantic railroad company in 
one of the tax cases before the supreme court 
in 1880. It says: “The plaintiff. opened the 
case by introducing the ti. fa. with entry of 
levy, and also the affidavit of illegality, to 
which were attached also the return made by 
the defendant to the comptroller-general of 
its property for the year 1874, and the receipt 
of the comptroller-general for taxes paid by 
said defendant for said vear. Plaintiff then 
demurred and moved to dismiss said affidavit 


in question the propriety of the ac- 


of illegality on the following grounds, to-wit: 

1. Because there was no such return as the 
law requires to entitle said company to the 
remedy of affidavit of illegality. 

2. Because defendant has not paid the taxes 
required by the act of February 28, 1874, and 
the tax act of. 1873, as a condition precedent 
to give the court jurisdiction by affidavit of 
illegality. 

Which demurrer and motion to dismiss 
were overruled by the conrt, and the plaintiff 
excepted. 

The plaintiff then introduced an agreed 
statement of facts containing a copy of the 
lease act of 14th of October, 1870, the notice of 
Governor Bullock's advertising for a lease 
under said act, the proposals of certain parties 
therein named to lease the Western and At- 
lantie railroud, with the affidavitsrequired by 
law, the deed of lease and act of incorpora- 
tion by Governor Bullock; also the order 
of the governor appointing com- 
mittee of valuation of the property leased, 
the bond given by the defendant, and letter 
written by Superintendent MacRae, etc.” 
* # * ‘The plaintiff again moved to dis- 
miss the affidavit of illegality on the ground, 
among others, that the defendant’s company 
had no exemptions from taxation, either total 
or partial, and if they had any such, the same 
was repealed by the tax act of the 28th of 
February, 1874; that defendant’s company 
never had a valid lease to said railroad and 
appurtenances, never gave any bond and se- 
curity according to law, and were therefore 
liable to pay taxes on said road and appurte- 
nances, on the same basis as natural citizens of 
the state; which motion was overruled by the 
court.”’ 

Mr. Hunt—I would suggest that this last 
seems to be very important, provided the 
supreme court passed upon it. 

Mr. Brown—They make it a point dis- 
tinctly; and if the court did not expressly 
adjudicate it, it was because the court co- 
sidered there was no merit init. It lay at the 
very foundation of the action. They could 
not entertain this case and determine how 
much this corporation skould pay, whether 
it should pay on the road, whether it should 
pay on the corpus, or its net income, if there 
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were liablé.to pay a tax, it sustained the 


poration, betause there was nothing to tax : c. : 


unless there was a legal company; and that 
point is distinctly raised in the record, and is 
as distinetly ruled by the court. 2 

Chief Justice Jackson being a relativé of 7 
one of the parties, was disqualified, and ~* 
Judge Harris, of the Coweta circuit, pre- 
sided in his place and delivered the opinion 
in this case. 

He says: “On the 28th of July, 1874, the legis- 
lature passed an act requiring the presidents 
ofall the railroad companies in the state 
to return, on oath, to the comptroller 
general the value of the property 
of their respective companies, to be 
taxed as other property of the people of the 
state. Under this acta return was made by 
the president of Western and Atlantic 
railroad company, the defendant in error. 
The tax was sustained by the comptroller-gen- 
eral and a fi. fa. issued for its collection. The 
affidavit of illegality was filed by said compa 
ny to this fi. fa., denying its liability for the 
tax sought to be collected. : 

It was agreed by counsel representing both 
the plaintiffand defendant that the cause be 
heard before the presiding judge apon an 
agreed statement of facts without the inter- 
ventionof a jury; he to decide upon the law 
and the facts, subject to revision by this court, 
as in ordinary cases. 

The egy judge of the court hearing 
the evidence and argument, sustained the af- 
fidavit of illegality, dismissedthe levy, and 
rendered judgment against the plaintiff for 
cost, 

To this judgment the plaintiffin error ex- 
cepted, and brings the cause by bill of excep- 
tion to this court for review.” 

Here, you see, gentlemer?, that the tax was 
assessed aguinst railroad companies, and the 
execution Was issued against the Western and 
Atlantic railroad company. The plaintiff in 
error denied the existence of the company, or 
that there was any lease contract, or any legal 
bond given. I will not read the whole deei- 
sion, but only asingle paragraph relating to 
the latter point. The court says: “That the 
legislature had the right to lease the Western 
und Atlantic railroad cannot be questioned, 
and having done it, whether wisely or un- 
wisely, is notnow to be inquired into; nor 
can it be changed, even if it were at an an- 
nual rental far below its annual value. The 
state, like an individual, must abide its bar- 
gain. 10 Ga., 191-6; 4 Wheaton, 418; 3 Wal- 
lace, 72-3; 16 Howard, 369; 6 Ga., 150: 19 Ga., 
385,”” 

Here the point that there is no lease con- 
tract is distinctly made, and the court says 
distinctly that the legislature had the right 
to lease the road, and having done it, whether 
wisely or unwisely, the state is bound by the 
contract and it cannot be changed. 

The other part of the decision goes on and 
holds that we are liable to pay tax, one-half 
of one per cent upon our net incomes, such 
being in accordance with the lease act. The 
lease act provides that we*stial) be, subject to 
the same public burdens that the-ereeorgia and 
the Central aie subject to, And the firs™ime 
the case went up, they held thattax wash 
public burden, and we were taxable under 
that clause for the same*tax paid by said com- 

vmanies. Judge Warner delivered a dissent- 
mg opinion, and held that we were liable 
for the value of our lease, but not fora tax 
on the corpus of the property of the road. 

This case was then iaben back after there 
was a new bench, and the new bench unani- 
mously confirmed the decision made by the 
majority of the court in the former case. 

Why are we liable for the tax? Our 
charter provides that we shall have the 
same public burdens as the Central 
and the Georgia. “But,” says the 
counsel of the state, “‘you are not a cor- 
poration at all; you have given no bond; you 
are no legal company.’ The supreme court 
says: “Youare. The legislature having the 
right to lease the road, and having leased it, 
the state is bound by it.”” And they decided 
how much we are to pay. 

So I think I have shown: beyond question, 
that this lease contract has been recognized 
and attirmed by three different legislatures 
since Governor Bullock made the lease, and 
by the goverfior of the state again and again, 
and by the supreme court also, 

It is going a long way,gentlemen,to go back, 
now eleven years nearly after the lease was 
made, when more than half the time has run, 
to find that there has never been any lease 
The state is estopped from denying the valid- 
ity of the lease contract at this late day, when 
it has been aftirmed over and over again by 
all the departments of the state government. 

But suppose Mr. Wadley were right about 
it, that the Central road did not legally go on 
this bond, though Ido not adimit any such 
thing, for [have no doubt that company 
would be held liable in any court in Georgia; 
then you still have property bound here 
worth more than twenty millions of dollars. 
Nobody questions in this case, as well as in all 
others, that the state is entitled to be a pre- 
ferred creditor if there should be any diffi- 
culty about the bond. In other words, if the 
sureties should have to be sued, the fact that 
@ertain roads have gone into bankruptcy and 
fallen into other hands does not release them 
atall. From the day they became surety to 
the state they became bound, they could not 
get rid of the suretyship by selling out to 
somebody else. Whatother sureties are on the 
bond? The Georgia railroad and banking 
company. I suppose that is worth six mil- 
lions of dollars, | believe it is upon that basis 
that they have rented it for ninety-nine years 
at ten per cent. per annum. The Macon 
and Western. There I showed you the 
charter expressly gives the power to make 
contracts to the preiident and directors. That 
bound. The Southwestern is bound, I 
have not heard that questioned seriously by 
any one. It is said, however, that you have 
lost part of the security by the Macon and 
Brunswick’s going into bankruptcy. Well, it 
is the state’s fault if she has. At the time this 
indorsement was made she had that company 
bound as a surety. Since that she has had other 
liens, and if she has sold it out, it is not our 
fault. The Brunswitk and Albany has been 
sold, itis true, but that does not release it 
from its obligation tothe state as a surety. So 
you have here in Georgia the road from hereto 
Macon, the Georgia railroad, the Southwest! 
ern railroad, and the Macon and Brunswick, 
unless the state has destroyed the security; an 
the Brunswick and-Albany, and the Atlanta 
and West Point road, Those roads are worth 
ut least fifteen millions of dollars. Then out- 
side of the state von have two of the largest 
corporations of the country. There isno ques- 
tion of their being bound, for they sent the 
authority here, that of Mr. Allen, for the St. 
Louis and Iron Mountain road, was sent to 
me, and I filed it with the governor, and 
Colonel Cole also sent that of his company, 
which was delivered to the governor. So if 
the Central drops out to-day, our bond is still 
worth more than twenty millions of dollars, 
And you will bear in mind that the others 
are not released if the governor was deceived 
by Mr. Johnston's affidavit as to the Central. 
No one of the. companies made the liability 
of another company a condition precedent to 
its liability. 

I beg to submit to your consideration the 
further fact at this stage, that you have no 
right to call on us to give #dditional security 
as long as the bond ia worth two millions of 
dollars. Thatisthe law; I read from the, 
lease act, “‘provided further this shall not 
prevent the legislature from requiring other 
surety, atany time, H the surety mes 
worth less than $2,000,000, or looking into its 
condition from time to time.” 

The legislature thought best at the com- 
mencement to require a bond worth $8,000,- 
000; butin ease the bond at a later period be- 
came insufficient, it reserved to the future 
legislature (and this is part of the cantract) 
authority to look into the question of the 
sufficiency of the surety, and if necessary, to 
require other surety, if that in existence is 
worth less than $2,000,000. And it says you 
may do that and require other security if the 
original is not sufficient to the amount of 
$2,000,000. But this isthe limit of your re- 
served authority. If, then, our- present secu- 
iety is worth lexs than two millions of dollars, 


you have the right to require addi-- 


I security. You cannot say “there is 

lease contract here."’ Your predecessors 
We made and affirmed the contract and 
and you by it. All you could say to us is, 
yur present surety is note sufficient;”’ and 
ou ibenhend loss to the state unless we 
Vgive better security. And this act nowhere 
_ provides that if the security becomes less than 
$2,000,000, it invalidates the lease. When it 
reachesdown to that point, and you require ad- 

- ditional security, we shall be ready torespond. 

But outside of al! that, and I submit it to 
you as lawyers, statesmen and gentlemen, 
does any one of you believe that the state is 
in any danger of loss on account of the 
insufficiency of this bond? Not a 
single one of you believe it. The people 
of Georgia do not believe a word of 
it. We have held the lease nearly eleven 
years; there is a little over nine years yet to 
run. My orders have invariably been—and 
if there has been an instance where they have 
been violated, Ido not know it; I believe 
there is none—to pay you the rental on the 
last day of the month, unless it comes on 
Sunday, and then to pay on_ Satur- 
day, the day before. I believe there has 
never been an instance to the contrary. 
The law gives us twenty days after the 
month expires before you can take any steps 
against us. But my rule has been in this 
matter, as my rule has ever been in my pri- 
vate affairs, to pay the day it is due. And I 
have told my treasurer: “If it costs you 25 
“per cent. on money at the time, get the 
money and pay it on the last day of the 
month, if not Sunday; if Sunday, on Sat- 
urday.”’ 

For several years, during the first part of 
the lease, we did not make a dollar of divi- 
dend. We found the road desperately run 
down; in a condition we could hardly run 
itsafely. The prophecy was that we would 
take the road and run it awhile and throw it 
hack upon the state. But there happened to 
be gentlemen connected with it who do not 
deal that way with the public, and we de-

termined, if it broke us, we would standup to | ' vera

the last day; and we stand there yet. We went 
to work; and, instead of paying dividends, 
we made improvements; we have laid most 
of the road with steel rails; we put 
in iron b.idges insteadof the = shack- 
ling wooden ones received. We 
have improved the road in every way till 
it isin a condition that I presume none of 
you will say you ever saw it better. There 
are few roads in the United States better than 
the Western and Atlantic. A half million of 
dollars would not nearly pay the diflerence 
between its condition then gnd_ its condition 
to-day. 

What isthe bond for? It binds us to pay 
the state monthly $25,000, and atthe end of 
the lease to return the road in as good condi- 
tion as we found it. That is all there is in it; 
that is all our obligation. You have watched 
us foreleven years. If we had no security 
would our past conduct justify you 
in the conciusion that we would either be- 
tray you or cheat you? You have the 
power, if we do not pay the rental within 
twenty days after the end of each month, to 
forfeit the lease and take back the 
all its improvements.

A Senator—By vour construction of the act, 
did the corporation come into existence till 
the bond Was executed? 

Mr. Brown—The law says as the 
proposition is accepted, and the names put 
upon the executive minutes, the company 
becomes a body corporate, ete. But we intend 
to incur no liabilities, but will promptly pay 
you the rental when due; and we intend to 
return the road in better condition than we 
found it. Some of us havea little character 
we cannot afford to sacrifice by undertaking 
to cheat the state. 

Mr. Hunt—There is nothing tn that lease 
act that provides for payment of betterments, 
» Mr. Brown—No, nothing for betterments— 
nota word in it. We have no doubt the state 
will desire on final settlement to deal justly 
with us on that subject. We apprehend no 
misunderstanding about it. We want noth- 
ing but justice. 

Now, gentlemen, when we come down to 
the truth, the only square, fair way of deal- 
ing With this matter, 1 can confidently say 
that we have acted honorably with the state, 
and you have all the guarantees that any 
people could ask. We the road at a 
time when you were getting nothing for it. 
It was bringing you largely in debt. We 
have paidthe rental promptly; one-half of 
the rental goes to the children’ of 
the state a part of the educational 
fund. Under no political management 
do | suppose you would have’ done 
us Well as you have done. We made for the 
last year what looks like a large income, but 
scatter it back over the past, and it not 
much as an average annual income. And 
with the road built, which you have chartered 
along our side, it cannot pay so much towards 
the end of the lease. We are paying the in- 
come bonds out of the net earnings. If you 
take the time lost at the start, when we had 
no incomes, and the chances for low business 
in the active competition with the new line, 
at the end of the lease, the average incomes 
will not be large. 

Mr. Rankin—How much 
lessen your incomes? 

Mr. Brown—Very largely. Take the article 
of coal, for instance, from East Tennessee. Col. 
(fole will get charge of that—allofit. But as 
I have said before, I think the new road a 
great public benefit. The lessees will suffer 
more than anvbody else will fromit. I think 
by the end of the nine years, With Atlanta’s 
and Chattanoogee’s growth, there will bea good 
business still for the State road. In that 
nine years the country will build up. 
But you have struck us. a very heavy 
blow, You may say, “If you think the State 
road will be damaged, why did you not go 
before the legislature and Oppose the Cole 
charter?’ My reply is, we had no guaranty 
from the state in our contract that a com- 
peting line should not be built; and I ex- 
pected very little sympathy from the legisla- 
ture on a proposition to reject the charter be- 
cause it would injure the lessees, in a matter 
where our contract did not protect us. 

But to return one moment to the matter of 
the bond, or to the action of the Central. Mr. 
Johnston was the agent for that company. 
He indorsed the bond, and the company had 
notice of that fact. No steps were taken to 
notify the executive or the publie that thev 
did not hold themselves liable. Kleven years 
have passed, they have constantly dealt with 
us as a company Of lessees, and I say they are 
estopped from saying at this late day that they 
were not liable. : 

Mr. Wadley has stated, as no doubt he now 
thinks, that the Central was not an indorser,. 
and therefore he of course does not think there 
wasalegal lease. Yet, ata later period—within 
the last two or three years—Mr. Wadley 
bought a majority of the whole stock in this 
lease and paid out in cash nearly six hundred 
thousand dollars for it. And when it did not 
quite suit his purpose to hold it—for what 
reason he explains for himself~—and when he 
did not contro! the road, he sold all the stock 
but two shares. Do you think if Mr. Wadley 
had understood at that time that the Central 
was not liable an the bond, and that there 
was no legal lease, that he would have paid 
nearly $000,000 for a majority of the stock of 
this company ? 

Mr. Foster—-How much did he own? 

Mr. Browh-—There are twenty-three shares. 
He bought, I think, eleven and _ five-eighth 
shares—one-eighth of a share over half—a 
bare majority, for which he paid $50,000 a 
share in cash, down, and that would be, as 
you see, nearly $600,000. 

Gentiemen, I think I know enough about 
the ee iy of Georgia, to be able to say very 
positively, that Your constituents do not re- 
quire of you any interference with the lease 
of the State road. Neither you, nor any other 
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erson can deny truthfully that the lessees 
ve dealt Bsily and fairly with the state and 
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the people, and have complied in good faith 
with their contract. 


' In the firet section of the lease act, we have 


an express guarantee against disturbance of 
this character, in the following sentence 
which I now quote: “But the faith of the 
state is hereby pledged to said company that 
they shall in no case be disturbed by the au- 
thority of the state, so long as they keep the 
contract on. their part and make the pay- 
ments when due.”’ Now, I challenge you 
to show that we have in any 
instance failed to keep the contract on 
our part; or that we have in any instance 
failed to pay the rental when due. Then the 
faith of the state is solemnly pega to us 
that neither this committee, this legislature, 
nor any other tribunal, acting under the au- 
thority of the state of Georgia, shall disturb 
us. 

I do not impugn the motives of any one, 
but I may justly say that there are restless 
spirits who have never been satisfied with the 
lease of the Western and Atlantic railroad. 
Some, for the reason that they were not among 
the lessees, probably; and some for other rea- 
sons. But the people have not sympathized 
with their discontent. 

Again, there are restless politicians in the 
state, who would, no doubt, be glad to see the 
road taken from the lessces and thrown back 
into political management. Doubtless their 
interests might be subserved by it. Or there 
may be those who would be glad to sce the 
present lease terminate, and see the road 
thrown into the market ®br lease again, or for 
sale. Possibly some ‘might be able to profit 
by this state of things. gut I deny 
that you have any power, if vou 
had the disposition, which I do not be- 
lieve, to interiere with the vested rights of 
this company, for the gratification of any 
such persons; or to enable any man, or set of 
men, to subserve theirown interests by throw- 
ing the road back on the hands of the state, 
If it should be attempted, [ shall appeal cCon- 
fidently to the people of the state, and have 
no fear of any unfavorable verdict. In the 


administer the law and protect our rights. 

Litigation, however, may be the thing most 
ardently desired by some gentlemen, who 
may be at the bottom of this movement. 
There are distinguished lawyers in Georgia 
who have already drawn large sunis out of the 
treasury of the state as fees for prosecuting or 
persecuting railroad companies under the tax 
act, and probably other acts, who have attempt- 
ed toexactabout twiceas much from the rail- 
road companies as they knew they were liable 
topay. Andon their retusal to doso, they have 
carried the cases to the courts, and have ob- 
tained large fees for attending to the state’s 
interest. Andina majority of the cases they 
have either lost the case, or received, by way 
of compromise or otherwise, about the same 
amount that the companies were originally 
villing to pay. 

These patriotic gentlemen, I have no doubt, 
would urge you and the legislature to de- 
clare the lease yoid, and direct the attornev- 
general to commence proceedings to forfeit 
There would be good fees in it 
and a fat job for some very able and worthy 
attorneys. The result would not be doubtful 
in the courts. Our rights are impregnable 
and cannot be successfully assailed, The ef- 
fort to do so, bras from time to time resulted in 
signal failure.

Gentlemen, you are representatives of the 
people. Do you think your constituents de- 
sire the litigation between the state 
company who have dealt honestly and faith- 
fully with the state and the people; and who 
have the plighted faith of the state that they 
shall not be disturbed?

A SHOCKING TRAGEDY AT THE 
MARKHAM HOUSE. 


A New York Drummer Takes Rooms at the Markham, 
Makes Deliberate Preparations, and Creates a 
Sensation by Shooting Himself Through 
the Heart--The Coroner’s Inquest. 

Yesterday morning at half- ‘aaa 9 o'clock Mr J I 
Howard, a well known commercial traveler of 
Rochester, N Y, suicided in his room atthe Mark- 
ham house by shooting himself through the heart. 

Mr Howard for a number of years has 
been traveling for Hiram, Sibley & Co, seedsmen of 
Rochester, New York, and has during that time 
made innumerable visits to Atlanta, where he had 
a good trade and where he was well known and 
highly respected by many merchants. On 
Saturday night last he arrived in 
Atlanta and went at once to the 
Markham house, where he had alway, 
stopped. On the register he wrote, ‘J. 1. Howard, 
Rochester, New York,’’ in a large, plain, bold 
hand, and was assigned to a room by Mr. John 
Lowry one of the elerks. During Sunday 
but little was seen of him, as he kept his room most 
of the day, buton Monday morning he left the 
hotel, and during the entire week seemed quite 
busy with hfs Atlunta customers. 

Thursday night he returned to the hotel rather 
late, and aftera lengthy conversation with Mr John 
Lowry—in which he related many good anecdotes— 
retired. About 12 o0’clock herang his bell and re- 
quested the boy who responded to fetch hima 
pitcher of ice water. 

Yesterday morning about nine o'clock he again 
rang his bell, and when a floor boy answered, re- 
quested him to tell Mr, Miller, the manager of the 
house, to come to his room, as he was 
sick. Assoon asthe message was received by Mr 
Miller he repaired to the gentleman's room and 
found him lying in bed with.a blanket drawn up 


over his body. When Mr Miller had entered the 


} room Mr Howard lifted his head and shoulders,and 


suid: “I want you to telegraph my house and tell 
them I am sick,’’ but Mr Miller responded by say- 
ing: ‘‘You had better wait; you will feel better 
presently.’’ ‘“‘No, 1 won’t replied Mr. Howard, 
“my disease can never becured. Telegraph them 
that Iam sick; that L,will never get weil, and that 
they had better send some one here to take my place 
and attend to the business. 

Mr .- Miller noticing 
wandered about the room as though he 
were looking for something, and that his gen- 
eral conduct indicated a decided want of equi- 
librium, left the room, promising to send fora 

yhysician, and as soon as he reached the oflice 
7 seut a boy for Dr Westmoreland, but he was 
notin. Dr Dan Howell was then sent for, but be- 
fore he could arrive, Howard's condition” was be- 
yond the aid of a physician, 

When Mr Miller first went to Mr Howard's 
oom the handsof the clock pointed to nine, and 
when he returned to the office they had traveled but 
a short space, and in afew sec ‘onds more a boy came 
running iuto the office from the second floor saying 
that somebody had fired a pistol on the third Hoor 
in the north wing of the building, and that the 
ladies were greatly frightened. Mr Rogers, 
the cashier, hurried to the portion 
of the building indicated by the boy, but before 
reaching the floor smelt burning cloth, which led 
him to the room occupied by Howard. When he 
reached the room the door was closed but gave in- 
stantly tothe pressure of Mr Rogers’s body, andina 
second he was standing beside the bed on which lay 
the dead body of the man who had so recently 
predicted hisown death. The sight that met the 
gentleman's eyes almost paralyzed him. From the 
bed on which the man lay, there arose a dense col- 
umn of black smoke, in the center of which a small 
blaze could be detected. ‘The smoke obscured Mr. 
Rogers’s vision, and with a view to extinguishing 
the fire,in order to ascertain the trouble, threw 
his hands upon the burning garments, but 
they fell upon something moistand wet, which 
he knew was blood. Horrified and frightened at the 
touch of the blood, he grabbed a blanket and in an 
instant the fire was smothered. He then removed 
the blanketand looking at the body saw that the 
shirt had all been burnt from over the heart, leav- 
ing the flesh exposed to view. He also saw near the 
left nipple the stream of  O»bilood into 
which his hand had fallen, and _é also 
the bloody prints of his fingers on the man’s body. 

Turning to the bell Mr Rogers wasaboutto ring 
foraid whena servant entered the door. As Mr 
Rogers turned his footstruck something on the floor 
which, on examination, proved to be the pistol 
with which the deed had been done. 

Picking up the revolver Mr Rogers laid it on the 
bed beside the man now dead. He was lying flat 
on his back with his left arm beside him while his 
right arm and leg were out of the bed on the 
floor.. Placing these in bed Mr Kogers covered him 
with a blanket and going tothe office imparted the 
sad intelligence to Mr Miller. About this time Dr 
Howell came in but was toldby Mr Miller that he 
came too late. He was, however, shown to the 
room where he examined the location of the 
wound and pronounced the man dead. 

Coroner Hilburn was then sent for and as soon as 
he arrived = the body was paces in 
hischarge. The room was locked and the key 
pocketed by the coroner, who soughta bailiff for 
the purpose of causing @ jury to be impanneled. 
After the jury had been procured quite a delay was 
caused by the absence of the county physician, but 
finally Drs Westmoreland, Alexanderand Howell 
tendered their services and the legal inquiry began. 

The evidence was deposed’ by Captain 
Miller, Mr. Rogers, and a negro boy. The firmt 
two testified to the facts set forth heretofore. The 
boy swore that he brought the gentleman's wash 
from the laundry and entered the room just as 
Mr. Miller was: leaving it. When in_ the 
room he asked Mr. Howard where he 
should put the clothing, and was told to 
lay it on the table. He noticed the gentleman 
roll and toss about in the bed, heard him groan and 
mutter something to himself but could not tell what 
he said. Ashe went out of the room the boy saw 
the pistol laying on the bureau but dri not touch it. 

The physicians then made an effort to 
trace the ball. They found that it 
had passed through the left ventrical of the heart 
and gone obliquely through the body lodging just 
under the left shonlder blade, from where it was 
cut out. 

On a chair beside 


that Howard's eyes 


the bed was a full suit of drab 
clothing, shirt, ete, which had been worn by Mr 
Howard" Thursday. In the pockets of the clothing 
were found $25.75 in cash,a check for 381 given 
—: ae. 68 ‘J Griffin of. this city, and made 
payable to Sibley & Co, ahd a double case gold 
watch. On the bureau were his hat, a pair of scissors, 
some matches, cigars, and three one cent pieces. 

Near the foot of the bed was his baggage, censist- 
ing of two valises. These were opened and exam- 
ined with a view to ascertaining, if possible, the 
cause for the rash deed. In the first valise 
was found alot of advertising matter 
belonging to Sibley & Co., two boxes of gelatine 
capsules and a bottle of medicine, but no papers 
stating why the act had been cominitted. Along 
the letters found in the valise, was one from his 
house, in which it was indicated that Mr Howard 
was greatly behind with his accounts. The letter 
closed by asking prompter remittances. 
A letter from a gentleman in Chicago 
was also found, in which it appears 
Howard was acquainted with, and was aiding 
in, trying to hide some one who was being sought 
fom Onthe hearth was a large pile of ashes made 
by papers that he had evidently destroyed during 
the morning. On a tible beside his bed was a sheet 
of paper, on which he had written the following: 

“ATLANTA, GA., Sept. 22, 1881, Thursday—My 
Dear Litdle irish Girl: How my heart longs to see 
you.’ 

This was evidently the beginning of a letter, and 
had he finished probably s some cause for the deed 
might have been ascertained. 

After hearing the evidence, listening to the opinion 
of the physicians and exam Lining the gentleman's ef- 
fects, the jury returned a verdict declaring his death 
a suicide y shooting. 

It is thought from the position of the body and the 
location of the teen when Mr Rogers entered the 
room, that Mr Howard was sitting up in the bed 
when he shot himself. After the negro boy left the 
room, Howard must have gotten up, taken the pis- 
tol off the bureau, returned to the bed, and placing 
the muzzle against his heart, pulled the trigger. He 
evidently intended to make sure work of it, for 
the fact that his shirt ignited proves 
that he placed the gun close to his heart. 
From the direction the ball took, the physicians 
think that he must have held the pistol ® his left 
hand, but this can hardly be the case, as it was on 
the floor near his right hand, which hung over the 
side of the bed when Mr Rogers found kin The 
gun wasa large five shooter of the bull dog pattern 
and carried a large bullet. When found fourcham- 
bers were yet loaded. In one of the 
valises was found a pack of photographs. 
On the back of one of these was written Edgar 
Brown, and on another Henry Howard. Some of 
the phot raphs were taken in Kalamazoo, Mich, 
some in New York city, some in Rochester and 
some in Chicago. There were no letters pointing 
to the fact that Mr Howard was a married man. 

Mr. Howard was about six feet tall, 
would have weighed about 170 pounds, 
had steel gray hair,a high massive forehead, blue 
sd ae and a light colored heavy moustache. He has
